Mexico affords that oppor­ 
tunity. 
The annexation of that rich country 
would be of incalculable value to tbs wealth 
aud commerce of tbe United States, a great 
boon to tho Mexican people and a benefit to 
tbe world. 
If General Grant will make this 
the paramount question of his administration 
all other quesUoos would be dwarfed in com­ 
parison. 
It would arouse national ambition, 
do more than anything else to destroy seotion- 
alism, and the sectional feeling which resulted

these acquisitions and tbe incalculable value of 
them to tiie country, we now wonder at tho 
slupidity and short sigbtedaess of tbe anti- 
flnnex.ationists. 
So It would be wHh regard 
to Mexico, and so it will be on a II such occa- 
oils. 


The same sort of timid, over-prudent and 
sleepy conservatives will now probably prate 
about national honor, want of cause for an­ 
nexing Mexico, the necessity of developing 
our present vast territory before we take more, 
the fear of war, the uodesirable popnlatioD 
that would be annexed aftd so forth. 
These 
are the same old argum ents that have been 
joM-yd before—the same that were used when 
Louisiana and Texas were annexed. 
We want 
no better answer than history gives. 
Look 
• t what these magnifloent territories are now, 
and look, too, at tkat other glorious acquisi­ 
tion of California. 
H ere is tbe answer to the 
Umid and short-sighted conservatives who may 
oppose the annexation of Mexico. 
And have 
we not canse for annexing Mexico, 
war 
or DO war, in accomplishing that? 
Great 
and 
progressive 
nations 
are 
never 
at a loss for a cause when a profound national 
policy or necessity calls for such action. 
Has 
Great BriUin, Russia, Prussia, France, Italy 
or any other nation powerful enough, ever 
failed to seiBC an opportunity for acquiring 
territory that might add to Its grandeur and 
prosperity? 
This has been mors especially 
the case where tbe people of an adjoining 
nation have been a constant cause of trouble, 
danger, or incapable of self-governmcat. 
But 
we are not without good and suflicient cause 
for taking Mexico. 
This republic has been 
for many years most kind snd considerate to 
that Qoigbboriog republic, has saved it both 
from self-destrnctioa and a foreign conqueror, 
and has home more ingratitude and indig­ 
nities than any other great Power would have 
endured. 
Even when it bad possession of 
Mexico by conquest it gave back the territory 
to the Mexicans. 
No nation could have been 
move forbearing. 


For years oar country has been the prey 
of maranders and smngglers along the border 
of tbe Bio Grands. 
Millions a year have been 
lost to the revenne by smuggling along that 
border, our soil has been made the base of 
m sraudiag 
bands 
and 
revolnlionists, and 
American citizens have been plundered and 
otherwise injured by Mexican desperadoes. 
The government of Mexico has either turned 
a deaf ear to remonstrancea or been powerless 
to prevent tbe eviL 
The Free Zone, as it it 
called along tbe Rio Grande border, has been 
kept up for the benefit of smngglers, to the 
great iqjury of our cltiBens, our trade, and at 
• loss, as was said, of mlBions a year to our 
revenue. 
All (he reroonatraacet and efforts 
to prevent this by the United States have 
been in vain. 
Oiv government has a t turns 
been defied, cajoled by Hexloaa treachery, or 
told tuat the Mexican authoritiee were power­ 
less to apply a remedy. 
In fact, there ie no 
government la Mexico worthy of the name. 
Nor can there ever be. 
At the present time 
tbe whole conntry is in a fermeot of revolution, 
and (he prey of rival aud unscm paloas chiefs. 
There is no security, and never will be, lor 
our citiBCDS along (he Mexican border, until 
the country becomes annexed. 
This border, 
let it be remembered, extends for ueai flfieen 
bundled miles. 
The (eriilory is only sepa 
rated from ours, pari of the distaoce, by the 


narrow stream of tho Rio Grande, and the rest 
of the way by an imaginary line. 
Mexico 
is not able to maintain peace and good neigh­ 
borhood, and every year she is becoming moro 
and more troublesome and dangeroius. 
We 
have many other serious complaints ag.TÍnst 
that turbulent country had we space to enume­ 
rate them. 
Tho bill of Indictment is long 
enough and bad enough to call for energetic 
m easures and for the complete absorptiou of 
the whole territory from the Ariaona line to 
Central America. 
By the annexation of Mexico we should give 
peace to that country. 
The Mexicans them­ 
selves would soon loara to bless the United 
Stotes for tbe benefit conferred. 
The rich sil­ 
ver, quicksilver, copper, gold and other mines 
would soon be developed in an extraordinary 
manner, and the boundless agricultural and 
otlier resources would be brought ont to enrich 
both the Mexicans and our own country. 
The 
diiferent Slates would become bo many new 
Califoraias in wealth and prosperity under the 
rule and enterprise of Americans.

Tlie letter which we publish to-d«y from 
our correepondent will, deepen the horror and 
indignation which was felt by the civilized 
world at the assassioation of tbe Cuban 
students for an act that would bave been 
severely pnnished by a short term of imprison­ 
ment.

Hero we have it proposed that the democrats 
shall adopt as their candidate some bolting 
republican, such as Sumner, Trumbull, G ratz 
Brown or Greeley, without the encumbrance 
of a party platform of any sort, and here we 
bave the platform of Carl Schurz, aubmltted 
as tbe elixir of life. 
H ere we have a party 
doctor proposing a 
joint 
consultation 
of 
democrats and republican 
soreheads, 
and 
here comes up another who urges the great 
Pennsylvania railway king, Tom Scott, as the 
Hercules, who, with his five hundred locomo­ 
tive power, can surely pull the democratic 
apple cart out of tbe mud. 
All these propositions will now come before 
the democrats in Congress as the dry nurses of 
tbcir party. 
They will, doubtless, first hold 
a caucus to consider their line of legislative 
acllon in reference to the President's recom­ 
mendations, and they will next, perhaps,

Trumbull, Scbnrz, Fenton and other republi 
can malcoDtents on the subject of a coalition 
against G rant.

Between the 
crime and (be punishment there is such mani­ 
fest disproportion that we stand aghast, and are 
really unable to realize that men with human 
hearts could be capable of so much cruelty. 
The sense of public indignation is dulled by 
tbe very enormity of the crime which chal­ 
lenges our condemnation; but when the depth 
and atrocity of tbe ontrage are fully realized 
there will arise a universal cry for justice on 
the assassins. 
In setting at defiance every 
principle of justice, tbe opinions of tbe civil­ 
ized world, and making a code to themselves, 
tbe Spanish authorities are bnt hastening tbe 
end which is ineviUble.

Tb® K®»®rc ®r tiro Htvttmtf 0f W ar. 
The annual report of tbe Secretary of War, 
which we pnblMi this momiog, is quite an ia- 
tcrcsting document. 
It covers the different 
branches of tbe service, with all essential 
details. 
The Secretary starts out with the 
anuouncement that the reorganizatiou of tbe 
army required by the act of Congress of 
July 15, 1870, has been accomplislied. 
The 
total uumber of eulisted men now in the ser­ 
vice is thirty thousand. 
The number of staff 
officers has been reduced, and Une offioers de­ 
tached for staff duty have beeu sent back to 
their regiments. 
The financial figures show a 
gradual and a great reduction in tbe expen­ 
ditures. 
For the fiscal year ending Juno 
30, 
1869, 
they were over eighty 
and a 
half millions of dollars; 1870, over fifty-seven 
and a half millions, and 1871, about forty mil­ 
lions. 
For the next fiscal year the appropria­ 
tions amount to a little over tbirty-six and a 
half miliions, and the estimates for 1873 are a 
little 
less 
than 
thirty-tw o 
and 
a 
half 
millions. 
These include the cost of river 
and 
harbor 
improvements. 
Thus 
it 
ia 
shown that 
the 
reduction 
in 
expenses 
in 
the 
War 
Deparmcnt 
during 
the 
year 1869-70 amonntcd to nearly twenty-three 
millions of dollars, 
and 
during the year 
1870-7J there was a further reduction of over 
seveuteen and a half millions, while tbe sub­ 
sequent apifropriations and estimates point to 
a continued decrease in the expenses. 
The 
Secretary 
suggests 
that 
the 
eervioes 
of extra 
lieutenants 
now 
authorized 
by 
law 
to 
act 
as 
regimental 
adjnUnts 
and 
quarterm asters 
can 
be 
dispensed 
with, and that the positions now occupied by 
certain non-commissioned officers can be dis­ 
continued without injury to tbe service. While 
the troops bave been well clothed and fed and 
comparatively well sheltered, he recommends 
that adequate ai>propriations be made 
to 
increase their comfort. 
Modifications and im­ 
provements are being made in our seacoast 
and harbor defeooes in acoordauoe witb the 
requirements of modern warfare. 


Special reference Is m ade to the important 
achievements of the Signal Corps in connec­ 
tion with the meteorological observations. 
It 
was only so recently as October last that the 
display of cautionary signals announcing the 
probably approach of storms w at commenced 
for the first time in the United States at twenty 
ports 
upon 
the 
lakes 
and 
the 
Atlantic 
and 
Gulf coasts, 
and 
they Iiave already 
proved ol great practical importance to our 
commercial interests. 
It has been ascer­ 
tained that of the deductions published from 
the Signal Office sixty-nine per cent are, after 
a careful examination of the statistics, con­ 
sidered to have been fully verified; and this 
percentage increased by those recorded as 
practically vorified will make an aggregate of 
ninety per cent of average verification. 
This 
speaks well for the Signal Service, which in 
this special branch, as the Secretary says, is 
more extensive and better organized in tbe 
United States than in any other country in 
the worW. 
The report shows the prompt relief afforded 
by the W ar Department to the sufferers by the 
W estern fires, suggests a remedy for defalca­ 
tions by a more careful and systematic scrutiny 
of officers’ accounts, and closes with an allu-

An application Is to be made in the Supreme 
Court to-day, either before Judge Learned, in 
Albany, or Judge Hogeboom, in Columbia 
county, on the part of ex-Comptroller Con­ 
nolly, for a decrease in the amonnt of bail 
fixed by the former in the suit brought by the 
Attorney General against the city officials and 
contractors alleged to ba implicated in the 
municipal frauds. 
It is held, on tbe part of 
the defendant Connolly that one million dol­ 
lars, requiring sureties to justify in double 
that sum, is “ excessive bail, ” and as such Is 
in violation of the constitution. 
The Court 
has, of course, the power of deciding for 
itself 
whether 
or 
not 
the 
amount 
ia 
“ excessive” 
under 
tbe 
circumstances 
of 
tbe 
esse, 
but 
it 
is 
certainly 
very difficult thiog, when brought to a practical 
test, to obtain sureties who can justify in two 
million dollars of unenoutnbered real estate. 
The real point is whether the interests of the 
people will suffer by reducing the ball to such 
a sum as will enable the ex-ComptroUer to

TALMASEDA'S PliOtLAMATION 


Havana, Nor. 28, 1871. 
The readers of the Ueralo will have already been 
Informed lu ouUiae by my telegram of yesterday of 
tnc eventt which occurred during the last two days, 
and which have cast a heavy pail of gloom and dis­ 
may over the native, foreign and even part of the 
BpaoLh Inhabitauts of this city. It is now the duty 
of your corresponacnt to chronlole In detail the 
events which led to the summary execution yealer- 
day afternoon of eight of the flower of Havana’s 
youths, it Is tne custom of the medical students of 
the ünlversliy, upon the days appointed by their 
teachers for that purpose, to repair to the public 
cemetery of this city, attached to which Is a dead 
house, where they practise autopsies and hear lec­ 
tures from their professors. 
It appears that last Thursday afternoon the class 
of the first year of medicine, comprlsfng somoflftv 
young men, agoa from sixteen to twenty years, be­ 
longing to the best and most wealthy families of 
this island, were at the cemetery. While there they 
commenced, like stuuenu all the world over, to sky­ 
lark and cut up pranks, out unfortunately allowed 
some of their party to des?orate the tomb of Gon­ 
zalo üastañon, jealously considered by the Span­ 
iards as a martyr to his couutrr for having been 
shot, it will be remembere'l, in January, 186», by 
some cubaud at Key West; also tlie grave of Major 
Ricardo Quzmun was slightly tampered with. He 
lost his sword arm in the beginning of the Insurrec­ 
tion in the famous crosstag of the River Canto by 
Yalmaseda and died afterwards, and is buried in tbe 
Havana cemetery. Tlio damage done to the graves 
of Castadon and Guzman consisted In 
BBBAKINU TH8 OI.ASS CASKS 
Which covered their mchcs, palling down the 
wreaths of immortelles and other dcooratloas of the 
graves. The chaplain of the cemetery endeavored 
to remonstrate with them, but of no avaU. The 
Bplnt of mischief had got into them and they 
thoughtlessly followed up its promptings. It was 
even sold that they lusulted the chapiain and stoned 
him, 
but 
this has been denied by creditable 
authority. On Friday the clois again attenaed the 
cemetery, tt is said, for toe stRne pnrpoM of flese- 
crauon and of comuutMng other excessea, too hor- 
nble to mention. Many exaggerated rumors were 
set afloat to regard to their doings and Indostrlonsly 
circulatod among many of the volunteers for the 
purpose of inflaming their hatred. Your corre- 
■pondent has It from reliable antnortty that 
TBR RKAL DAMACI 
done to the graves meutloned consisted In breaking 
the glass covenng tbe nicnes and carrying off the 
wreaths of Immortelles and replacing others in 
mockery thereof composed or garlic. They were 
ail arrested on Friday by guards stationed In the 
cemetery for the purpose of luterceptlng them as 
they arrived. Unfortunately Sunday afternoon a 
grand parade—which had been once before post­ 
poned in obedience to snpenor orders, and which 
General Yalmaseda had again ordered to be post­ 
poned—which order was, however, disobeyed by 
the Acting Captain General—was heldm honor ot 
the Acting Captam General—the newly appointed 
Segundo Cabo General Romualdo Crespo -at which 
over ten thousand volunteers passed in review. 
Here was the opportunity sought for, and tbe woid 
was rapidly passed among them to create a du- 
turhance. Several companies or varions battalions 
upon deflVng past the Captain (ipncral ad interim 
shouted “Death to traitors ! Death to the stndentsl” 
Tne review was over before seven; butdnring the 
remainder of the evening groups of excited voluu- 
tcera as-'omnled In flflles and hundreds, marching 
tbrongh the streets, shouting and yelling like so 
many wild beasts, 
• DKATH TO TRAtTORS I" 
"Kill the stndenfs!” .kc. Thousands assembled la 
front of tne Palace and repeated tlieir demands, 
while the vicinity of the Jail tn which the stouents 
were confined was packed by crowds of the volna- 
teera shouting for tbolr blood, and fears of a gene­ 
ral attack upon the Jail were eniertained. The 
night was a beautiful one, a fiül moon in a cloudless 
sky. At hair-pa.si ten bugles of the different bat­ 
talions of volunteers could be heanl all over tbe 
city soTindtng the call of a general assembly, alarm­ 
ing the inhabitants, who for tnc greater part 
cloeed their

and establishments (kept

the 
streets 
were 
tilled 
by 
volunteers,

General Crespo attempted to stave off the matter 
at flist, sa> lag the court martial had already been 
entered In tins case, and they (the students) wonld 
be tried on the morrow. "Now, now 1" was the 
bloody ahout, and the captain General was obliged 
to give in to the rulers of this nnfortnnate land. The 
scenes in and around the Piaza de Armas, in front 
Of the Palace, were terrifying, 
Rxcited and half- 
drunken volunteers shouttiig, yelling, some stand­ 
ing on pillars haranguing the crowd, others shoot­ 
ing and keeping np 
A PRARVrL SXCITBMCNT. 
The court martial formed at the Jail by two o’clock 
and commenred its session. It was composed of sU 
captains of the regular army, and one from each 
battalion of volunteers elected by the men, the 
Whole presided over by a oolonsl. The court m ar­ 
tial was In scaslon nntil two o’clock yesterday aGer- 
noon, but during its progrecs General ClavUo, at 
about eight o'clock A. M., attempted to leave the 
building, bnt was forced back by the volnmeers, who 
compelled him to get out of his carriage and re­ 
enter the Jail, declaring that none should Isave until 
the session was satlafactorlly over. The pohtloal 
governor and his secretary were also cooped up in 
tne same manner for four hours. In tbe morning 
me captain General, Orespo, Ueiied a proclamation 
to the Toluntcrrs iiegglug them to await the aeutenoe

1 
need not say that [ have always haa a hoiror or the 
vice or Intemcerance, as everybody must who Is 
capable of judging or its rtunoua effects upon 
society. 
As your Bisnop, -1 have -done what 
was lu mv power to arrest its/-progress. 
I-, 
have made the most severe regulations against It 
I nave urged upon the clergy to do alt in their power, 
to Dieafc up low giog-^hops, and have ordered tnem 
to reruse Christian burial to those who die or us 
etfects, as well as to tnose who sell liciuor to drunk 
ards. In my visitations 1 have Deen accustomed to 
warn the yunne in particular against acquiring the 
habit, to avoid taKmst the Drst step In a path which 
leads to so mucli \ioe and misery. We are all only 
too well acquainted with the evil consequences to 
Individuals ana to- society which result from indul- 
gence in this vice. It eaca one in the audience were 
only to reUte his simple experience it wonld mase 
the best temperance lecture imagmaDle. We have 
all seenTHE BRIGHT, BDDDT CHEEK Or YOtTTIT 
turned by It in a bnei time mto pallor and decay. 
"We have all seen men, cieated in God's own image, 
endowed with reason and intelligence, debased by 
Its eflects lower than Ihe bru'es. It is in the family, 
however, tnat It works its worst mm. The Cans 
tala lannly nas been and snould always he the 
source or even tnmg that is good, and when Uod's 
grace reigns there it becomes, even In the nouses or 
the poor, a little paradise upon earth. Bnt a arunk- 
en lather or a drunken momer turns it into a ttell— 
a p.ace of anger-asd strife and misery and crime. 
Many parents bj their dmuKen orgies poison the 
minds or their children; they neglect their training 
and allow tnera to grow up as savages, ana become 
what are caile-i "atreet^rabs," nests ef society.

The provocation offered to the Spanish 
volunteers by the thoughtless act of a few 
young men was made to assume a political 
mportancc which did not belong to it, for the 
nirposo of in some way justifying the bar- 
baious vengeance which was wreaked on tho 
flbndingr students. But it will be seen from 
ur correspondent's letter that even this 
imsy excuse has been taken from the authors 
f the most cowardly crima of modern days. 
3o far from any political demonstration hav- 
ing been intended, it now appears that the 
students visited the cemetery for tho object of 
pursuing their anatomical studies in the dead 
house, which is within the grounds. And it 
was while engaged in those studies that the 
suggestion to mark their disapproval of the 
Spanish cause was made, and acted upoa 
without reflection.
